Upon  the  request  of  the  Governing  Board  of  any  of  the 
Colleges  in  connexion  witli  the  University  Jis  to  ^latricula- 
tion  and  Arts,  the  Senate  may  appoint  P^xaininations  to  be 
held  at  such  places  as  they  sec  lit. 

These  Examinations  will  be  carried  on  simnltaneonsly  with 
the  Examinations  in  Halifax,  under  the  supervision  of  Sub- 
Examiners  appointed  by  the  Senate.  The  Answers  of  the 
Candidates  at  the  Local  Examinations  will  be  reviewed  by 
the  Examiners  at  the  same  time  with  the  Answers  of  t!;c 
Candidates  examined  in  Halifax  ;  and  a  List  of  the  Cu'.nh- 
dates  who  have  passed  at  eacii  Local  Examination  will  be 
published,  at  the  time  fixed  by  the  Regulations,  at  the  place 
where  such  Examination  has  been  held. 

The  Regulations  respecting  the  transmission  of  Certiii- 
cates  to  the  Registrar,  the  Fees  |.ayable  to  the  University, 
the  times  and  the  mode  of  conducting  the  Examinations, 
and  the  arrangement  of  the  Canuidates  after  Examinatio)i.
